En su primera visita oficial 
a California, el Presidente de 
México, Felipe Calderón, rea- 
firmó su apoyo a los inmigrantes, 
pero centró su discurso en el co- 
mercio entre el Estado Dorado 
y su país. Asimismo, aprovechó 
la visita para firmar un convenio 
con el Gobernador de California, 
Arnold Schwarzenegger, a favor 
del medio ambiente, en el cual 
California y México compartirán 
información sobre cómo combatir 
el calentamiento global. Pero sin 
duda alguna, el tema que más 
despertó interés fue el de la in- 
migración. 

Calderón puntualizó en la 
importancia de la colaboración 
entre México y California, un 
estado dónde uno de cada cuatro 
habitantes es de ascendencia 
mexicana, para resolver las dife- 
rencias y limar asperezas. Algunos 
de los temas que perjudican a esta 
comunidad son la falta de una 
licencia de conducir que afecta a 
más de dos millones de indocu- 
mentados en California, así como 
el uso de miembros de la Guardia 
Nacional para la construcción del 
muro fronterizo. 

“No estoy contento de que 


los mexicanos abandonen nuestro 
país en busca de oportunidades 
de trabajo, y estamos realizando 
varias reformas para evitar esto 
en el futuro”, dijo Calderón. 
“Los americanos se benefician de 
la inmigración. Los inmigrantes 


- complementan esta economía: no 


sustituyen a trabajadores, tienen 
una fuerte ética laboral, y con- 
tribuyen en impuestos más dinero 
del que reciben en servicios y be- 
neficios”, afirmó el mandatario. 
Calderón mencionó la crea- 
ción de 800,000 nuevos empleos 
en México el año pasado y el 
bajo nivel de inflación que se 
registró en ese país como ejemplos 
de reformas en las que se está 
trabajando para evitar la emi- 
gración. “Tenemos que encontrar 
soluciones seguras y organizadas 
para resolver este tema, porque 
las futuras generaciones tendrán 
qfie vivir con las decisiones que 
tomemos hoy”, añadió. 
Asimismo, hizo referencia 
a la colaboración entre México 
y EE.UU. durante la Segunda 
Guerra Mundial, durante la cual 
se desarrolló el Programa Bracero, 
como un ejemplo de cooperación.

Sacramento (EFE) — El Gobernador de California, Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, anunció diversos ‘proyectos de infraestructura, in- 
cluyendo la construcción de viviendas de bajo costo para personas 
mayores. 

El estado “no puede quedarse cruzado de brazos esperando a que 
la economía se recupere por sí sola”, dijo el Gobernador en una visita 
a la ciudad de Palo Alto. “Nosotros tenemos que seguir invirtiendo y 
crear trabajos, y en especial, invertir en la infraestructura de California, 
para que podamos poner a la par el crecimiento en nuestra población 
con nuestras calles, carreteras, y vivienda”, señaló el mandatario. 

Schwarzenegger anunció que se usarán los fondos generados 
por la Proposición 1C, aprobada por los votantes en las elecciones de 
noviembre de 2006, para comenzar la construcción en Palo Alto de 56 
unidades de apartamentos de bajo costo para personas mayores. 

Este proyecto de construcción costará 69.5 millones de dólares, 
creará unos 1,540 trabajos y generará 70 millones de dólares en 
sueldos. 

Esta es una de las fases de implementación de la Proposición 1C, 
la cual es parte de un paquete de bonos de 285,000 millones de dólares 
para financiar proyectos de vivienda a través del estado, los cuales 
también incluyen préstamos para familias de bajos ingresos. 

Los proyectos de vivienda son de suma importancia, subrayó 
el gobernador, dada la crisis hipotecaria en California. De hecho, la 
situación de la vivienda se discute actualmente en una sesión extraor- 
dinaria de la legislatura.

Asimismo, el gobernador visitó el área de Natomas esta semana, 
un suburbio de Sacramento, donde anunció la renovación de varios 
diques con el uso de fondos de la Proposición 1E. La reparación de 
los diques también se extenderá a los condados de Sutter y Yuba, los

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Latinos expected to be 29 pct 
of U.S. population by 2030 


The Latino population is ex- 
pected to double in the United States 
by 2050, rising from 14 percent of 
the population now to 29 percent 
over the next few decades, ac- 
cording to a Pew Research Center 
report. 

The number of Hispanics liv- 
ing in the United States will rise 
between 2005 and 2050 from 42 
million to 128 million, Pew said in 
the report released Monday, which 
was drafted by Jeffrey Passel and 
D’ Vera Cohn. 

Pew projects strong growth 
in the Hispanic population due to 
a large wave of immigration, both 
legal and illegal. 

The study noted that immigra- 
tion would be the key to demo- 
graphic growth in the country, but 
immigration policy and other factors 
could affect the actual numbers. The 
total U.S. population is projected to 
rise to 438 million in 2050 from 296 
million in 2005, and 82 percent of 
this growth will be due to new immi- 
grants and their U.S.-born children 
and grandchildren. 

The composition of the popula- 
tion will be affected by the decline 
in births among U.S.-born women, 
which fell from 3.5 per woman of 
childbearing age at the end of the 
1950s to the current figure of two. 

The-findings by Pew, an inde- 
pendent, non-partisan organization 
based in Washington, indicate that 
by 2050 nearly one of every five 
Americans will be foreign-born. 
These figures will be a milestone 
in the immigrant population, which 
was 12 percent in 2005, 14.7 percent 
in 1910 and 14.8 percent in 1890.

Immigrants sue gov’t to 
eliminate “widow penalty”

Orlando (EFE) — More than 130 immigrants seeking Green Cards are 
part of a class-action suit to force the Department of Homeland Security to 
eliminate the “widow penalty,” a rule under which immigration authorities 
deny legal status to applicants whose U.S. citizen spouses died during the 
application process. 

The initial suit filed by attorneys Brent Renison and Alan Diamante 
before a federal court in California last August was on behalf of 22 widows, 
but in the ensuing weeks more immigrants who have lost spouses and are 
facing possible deportation have come on board. “We began with 22 wi- 
dows, then there were 80 and now we have 132 people from 30 states and of 
50 nationalities. Most are widows but there are at least 10 widowers. We've 
been receiving one or two cases per week, mainly because of the exposure 
in the media. This is a big problem,” Renison told Efe by phone. 

The Oregon-based lawyer said that he became aware of the magnitude 
of the problem in December 2004 when he compiled at least 24 cases, add- 
ing that he has worked closely on the issue ever since. “They all entered 
the country legally and filed their petitions while their spouses were alive, 
but their spouses passed away before their marriages reached the two-year 
mark,” he said. 5d 

The U.S. Citizenship and Immigration Services typically has denied 
applications for permanent residence for the surviving spouse of a U.S. 
citizen if the latter dies during the first two years of marriage. The state 
with the largest number of plaintiffs in the class-action suit is California, 
followed by New York with 12 and Florida with 11 cases. “I know there are 
more cases. That's why we're in this struggle, spreading the work among 
“my colleagues nationwide and in this way letting people know there’s hope 
and that we’re fighting for them,” Renison said. 

“This is a terrible situation for these families. There are different situ- 
ations. The husband of one widow died two days before they completed 
two years of marriage. The husband of another widow died in an accident, 
another died in combat. There are different circumstances. These people 
have followed the rules and shouldn’t be punished because their spouses 
died,” the attorney said.<>

Un informe de Amnistía In- 
ternacional (Al) de octubre pasado 
señaló que al menos 1,591 personas 
fueron ejecutadas y 3,861 condena- 
das a muerte en 2006 en el mundo. 
Además de EE.UU., Cuba y Gua- 
temala, los países que mantienen la

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Bolivian city threatened by floods 


Bolivia (EFE) — Some 40,000 people might have to be evacuated 
from this northeastern Bolivian city if the rain keeps falling for three or 
four more hours without interruption, an official at the COE emergency 
operations center said Wednesday. 

Claudia Algarañaz told Efe that with another sustained downpour, 
water will enter the “ring” or containment dike more than two meters 
(6.5 feet) high that protects Trinidad, a city of more than 90,000 in- 
habitants. 

In that case, she said, authorities would have to evacuate as many as 
40,000 people from the city, which is the capital of the Amazon province 
of Beni, one of the regions hardest hit by the heavy rains accompanying 
the weather phenomenon known as La Niña, which is blamed for some 
50 deaths nationwide. Beni, equal in size to the nation of Uruguay, is 
80 percent underwater. 

Algarañaz said the worst danger for Trinidad is not the dike over- 
flowing, since that would cause merely a gradual rise in the water level, 
but rather that the water pressure will “break the ring, which is very 
deteriorated and lacking proper maintenance.” 

The COE is preparing a refugee camp - in case It proves necessary 
to evacuate the city - in Loreto, some 20 kilometers (12 miles) from 
Trinidad, the administration of which would be handled by British- 
based charity Oxfam. According to official figures, in Trinidad there are 
already more than 17,200 people living in improvised tents, or ones that 
have been provided in aid packages sent here by other countries. 

The residents of the camps have complained about the absence of 
aid provided by the government of Bolivia, South America’s poorest

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HRW denuncia la pasividad de 
Comisión de D.Humanos de México 


México (EFE) — 
La organización no 
gubernamental Human 
Rights Watch (HRW) 
afirmó que la Comisión 
Nacional de Derechos 
Humanos (CNDH) de 
México es una depen- 
dencia “pasiva” que se 
“autolimita” y se dedica 
a “describir el statu quo”. 
El director ejecutivo 
de HRW, José Miguel 
Vivanco, presentó un 
informe crítico sobre el 
trabajo y el papel de la 
CNDH, un organismo 
público descentralizado 
que en México cumple 
las funciones de Defen- 
soría del Pueblo. 

El texto, el primero 
en su tipo que elabora 
la ONG en el mundo, 
destacó que la CNDH 
posee “poderosas her- 
ramientas” para desem- 
peñar su trabajo que, 
sin embargo, no utiliza, 
como 1,000 empleados 
y un presupuesto anual 
de aproximadamente 
73 millones de dólares, 
el mayor de América 
Latina y “uno de los más 
grandes del mundo”. 

“Cuando se trata de impulsar medidas para mejorar el pobre 
historial de violaciones de derechos humanos en México, a través de 
asegurar un recurso efectivo a las víctimas y de promover reformas 
estructurales, la actuación de la CNDH ha sido decepcionante”, mani- 
festó el activista. 

En respuesta, la CNDH rechazó en un comunicado los señala- 
mientos críticos de HRW y aseguró que muchas de las afirmaciones 
de esta organización “carecen de sustento, porque proponen acciones y 
conductas que exceden el ámbito legal de esta institución”. La Defen- 
soría recordó que sus atribuciones y funciones “están delimitadas por 
las leyes y las normas aplicables en el orden jurídico vigente”. 

Según HRW, la oficina del “ombudsman” mexicano tiene un im- 
pacto “limitado” a causa de “sus propias políticas y prácticas” y porque 
no ha “ejercido plenamente su amplio mandato”, lo que se traduce en 
que “no impulsa a las instituciones del Estado a reparar los abusos”. Otra 
crítica que lanzó la organización humanitaria estadounidense apunta a 
que la CNDH no promueve reformas legislativas ni se opone a leyes, 
políticas o prácticas abusivas contrarias a estándares internacionales 
de derechos humanos. 

En este sentido, Vivanco consideró “curioso” que la CNDH se haya 
opuesto el año pasado a la despenalización, en la capital mexicana, del 
aborto, lo que en principio “debería haber aplaudido” el organismo a 
la luz de los estándares internacionales en la materia. El estudio de 
HRW, que se completó tras un año de trabajo y se hizo sobre la base de 
38 entrevistas a funcionarios, lamentó que “habitualmente” la CNDH 
abandone y no dé seguimiento a los casos de violaciones de derechos 
humanos antes de que estos se resuelvan.<>

En el interior del “Gran Chapi- 
teau” de Cirque Du Soleil, situado 
bajo el puente de la Calle Taylor, las 
carcajadas comenzaron cuando los 
payasos luciendo colorido vestuario, 
empezaron a correr por los pasillos 
del circo.

Rome — This is a huge city 
of 2.7 million people, three times 
the population of San Jose. Add to 
that all the tourists traipsing around 
town -- close to 10 million a year - 
- and you'll get an idea of what it’s 
like here. Hectic? Yes. Crowded? 
Yes. But most visitors agree, stays 
in the Eternal City are among the 
most exciting travel experiences 
on the planet. 

There's so: much 106. see, 11%s 
tough deciding where to start. 
The Vatican? The Colosseum? 
The Forum? The Pantheon? The 
Circus Maximus? The Trevi Foun- 
tain? Capitoline Hill? The Spanish 
Steps? 

Chances are you'll end up see- 
ing the sights -- and making some 
new friends at the same time -- on 
group tours aboard buses stopping 
at the hot spots. “Over a few days,” 
says veteran tour guide Angela 
Bosco, “visitors can sample 2,700 
years of history, from the palaces 
of mad emperors to the stunning 
frescoes of the Sistine Chapel to 
today’s playgrounds of la dolce vita 
(the sweet life).” 

You can sign up for tours of the 
city at your hotel or before you leave 
home through your travel agent. 
Do-it-yourselfers might be able to 
save a few bucks on the Internet (if 
they're willing to wade through a 
thousand or so listings). 

Another option is to buy tours 
packaged by the airline you’ re flying 
to Rome. Among outings offered by 
British Airways, for example, is one 
that takes you to the Roman Forum, 
the Colosseum and the Basilica

of St. Paul. Another goes to the 
Pantheon, the Basilica of St. Peter, 
Navona Square and the Trevi Foun- 
tain. The two tours each cost around 
$100 (for two persons) and last for 
about three hours. Buses pick you up 
and drop you off at your hotel or at 
nearby gathering places. 

Like the tours, you can book 
your hotel independently or as part 
of an air-ground package. Count 
on paying several hundred dollars 
a night at four- and five-star hotels, 
and around $150 a night at boutique 
inns and lesser rated properties ca- 
tering to tourists. 

For instance, a recent stay in 
one of the 46 mostly small but plea- 


sant rooms at the Trevi Hotel cost 
$180 a night including breakfast for 
two and taxes. 

The hotel is close to the Trevi 
Fountain, where the coin-tossing 
scene was filmed in the 1954 hit 
movie “Three Coins in the Foun- 
tain.” The fountain pops up several 
times during the film, mostly with 
no one around. 

Today, it’s hard to even get 
within tossing distance of the foun- 
tain. You'll find it jammed with 
thousands of tourists, day and 
night. It’s also a favorite haunt of 
pickpockets. 

Tip: As a safeguard, men carry 
their wallets in their front pockets,

Some visitors opt to stay at 
hotels near the fountain and do 
their sightseeing a la carte.

areas. Also, there’s handy public 
transportation to the Vatican and 
other popular landmarks around 
town. Still another tough decision is 
picking places to eat as you wander 
along blocks packed with outside 
restaurants. 

Tip: You’re welcome to browse 
through the restaurants’ menus, usu- 
ally posted at the entrance. Another
